Father thought very improperly applied 
to him ; at length the good Father de- 
manded of them, What Profeſſion they 
were of?

Men of the Times, to beget in them a good

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laſt Sentence was delivered with great Ve- 
hemence, becauſe the Priſoner had Inter- 
rupted him in his Execution of Juſtice.
